The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process^ of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled I in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most hearty connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of xanying out his invention, 

2. Claims 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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The specification as now amended has no support from the specification as 
originally filed. More specifically, the additional material of more than 50 pages has no 
support from the specification. Additionally, the added drawings do not have support 
from the specification as originally filed. Furthermore, Applicant has not pointed out 
clearly how and where the amendments are supported by the original specification. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 7-1 0 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

As to claims 7-10, it is not clear exactly what is being claimed. More specifically, 
it is not clear whether Claims 7-10 are a method, an apparatus, or an article of 
manufacture claim. The daims recite a means for designing arid implementing encoders^ 
and decoders, however each also includes a series of rod esjoget hor with the pnrod prs — 

and gnmrters themselves. It is n r»t rlear howJ oese-i nt o raot with on® anothPL angJiow 

they are heing desi gned or im ple mented.
